His Arrival in Santa Ana 
The following article covering "Un­ 
cle Billy” Spurgeon was written for 
the Register Q uarter Centennial edi­ 
tion: 
One fair day in October, 1869, a 
man on horseback broke 
his 
way 
through hundreds of acres of dense 
mustard higher than his head even 
as he sat in the saddle. Reaching a 
sycamore tree, he 
dismounted 
and 
climbed the tree. In every direction 
was an 
ocean 
of 
m ustard 
stalks, 
browned by 
the 
sum m er 
and fall. 
Here and there above the surface of, 
the mustard giant sycamores raised j 
their twisted branches 
upward to­ 
ward a sky blue as only Southern 
California skies can be. 
The man was W illiam Henry Spur­ 
geon, then just past his fortieth birth­ 
day. 
Could he have imagined 
that 
he 
would live to see the day when the 
earth he looked out upon would be 
the site of a city of 12,000 people, the 
county seat of a county with a popula­ 
tion of 45.000? 
W hatever the thoughts that went 
through his mind th at day, Mr. Spur­ 
geon has lived to see a most wonder­ 
ful change. 
From a m ustard patch 
the country hue grown into the m ar­ 
keting of millions of dollars worth of 
produce. In that development the pio­ 
neer has had a m ost im portant part. 
The same faitli and foresight that led 
him to lay out a tow nsite around that 
sycamore tree up which he climbed in 
October, 1869, led him to father enter­ 
prises that have had a m aterial part 
in bringing this valley to its present 
high state of cultivation and produc­ 
tiveness. 
Mr. Spurgeon, a native o( Kentucky, 
raised in Indiana, m ade two trips to 
California before he finally 
settled 
.here. 
The first was in 
1852, 
after 
which he spent four years in the (gold 
mines, and saw service in the Rogue 
River Indian war. 
The second Jour­ 
ney found him 
in

4.867, and his third trip brought him 
here. 
Santa Ana was then a part of

early today surrounded the capitol. 
The sheriff escorting Frank to Milledgeville said the sentence was com­ 
muted for the "tim e being.” 
Frank was sentenced to hang Tuesday.

ICE AND CLEANLINESS 


It seem s to he a great m istake to 
think that when you have bought it 
refrigerator, filled it with ice and put 
your food into it, you have insured 
the food against "spoiling " 
It is per­ 
haps better to have no refrigerator at 
all than a neglected one. Merely to 
wash It out occasionally 
does little 
good; It should lie thoroughly scald­ 
ed at frequent intervals, in particular, 
the drain. This, if overlooked, is apt - 
to harbor fungous growths, 
which | 
may spread to the food. On one oc­ 
casion a man applied to the Depart-j 
inent of Agriculture because ire had 
found th at a joint of beef placed in 
his refrigerator had turned a peculiar 
bright red. 
Upon examination it was j 
ascertained th at the meat was cov-1 
ered with a peculiar fungous growth 
due entirely to the condition of tile! 
refrigerator. 
Growths of this kind do 
not always advertise themselves so 
prominently and there may tie much ; 
evil in an ice box that the eye c a n ' 
not detect. 
If the refrigerator 
drain 
is 
not j 
thoroughly cleaned, 
moreover, 
it is 
likely to become choked, the water is 
not carried off quickly 
enough and 
little pools are left standing in the 
interior. 
Dampness is one of the con­ 
ditions most favorable 
to 
bacterial 
growth. An ice box in this state will 
not protect food long. It is. tit fact, 
it wise precaution to wipe th e inter­ 
ior of a refrigerator every day with 
a dry cloth.
